Environmental site assessment found elevated lead content in soil where underground storage
occurred, petroleum and lead content in soil around a truck shop building adjacent to North 4th
Street, and lead content in soil along North 4th Street. The City of Clarksburg worked with the
U.S. EPA and WVDEP Landfill Closure Assistance Program to clean up the site to a level accepta-
ble for commercial reuse. The WV DEP and City are in the process of utilizing the soil excavated
from the West Virginia Mack property toward getting the former city landfill capped.
